A month ago the industrial and food process- 
ing firm of Mauri Bros, & Thomson appealed to the 
Altona Shire Council to stop the establishment of 
800 homes on Broons Estate on Grieve Highway. 


The estate would be right next 
to Mauri’s metal stamping mills 
and fat rendering plants already 
built or are on the drawing 
boards. x 

When Mauri's presented their 
case, Cr. Lee said that if 
Mauri’s were so concerned with 
houses being built near their 
factories, then they were not al- 
together honest when they asked 
the council if they could build 
in Altona. 

Cr. Lee said that when Mauri’s 
first approached the council, 
Mauri’s had specifically stated 
that their factories would cause 
no nuisance. 

In a letter to the council, 
Mauri’s lawyers, Hederwick, 
Fookes and Alston, said: 

“It is true that a representa- 
tive of our client did originally 
inform the council that its ac- 
tivities would cause no nuisance 
by way of unpleasant adours 
and the. like; but we point out 
that this statement was made 
in the context of your council's 
planning scheme, which showed 
the area selected for the pro- 
posed development by our client 
as being in the centre of an in- 
dustrial area. 

“There was never any sug- 
gestion at that stage that there 
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would be residential development 
within that area; indeed, as your 
council is well aware, the ab- 
sence of any proposal for resi- 
dential development was one 
compelling reason why our client 
decided to embark upon the gen- 
eral relocation in Altona of the 
whole complex of its industrial 
activities, 

“Never at any stage did our 
client assure the council that 
its activities would not cause 
annoyance or nuisance to a resi- 
dential area if one were estab- 
lished nearby—and of course no 
such assurance was sought, for 
it was not then contemplated 
that residential development 
should occur nearby. We_ point 
out that, to date, no residential 
development having as yet taken 
place near our client's activities, 
no complaints of any nuisance 
or annoyance caused by our 
client’s existing factories have 
been reported—nor in the context 
of the present planning scheme

“But Mauri Bros. will not have 
a_ licence to pollute the air 
whether or not there is houses 
or industry around their plants,”

Cr. W. G. Cresser, who also 
spoke against Mauri Bros. when 
the company presented their 
petition, said: “J take offence 
to the lies they told. 

“They went to the State De- 
velopment people and told them 
a different story to what they 
told us.’ 





SEWERAGE SOON 


Sewerage of houses in the western 
end of Altona is closer. Money has actu- 
ally been set aside for this work. 

Cr. J.-J. Ginifer, MLA, Commisioner of the 
Board of Works, announced at last week’s Altona 
Shire Council meeting that money has been appro- 


priated by the Board for work in the first section of 
Altona South to be sewered. : 


Construction is scheduled for 
during the 1967-68 financial year. 

The section includes all proper- 
ties west of Maidstone-st. and 
west of Grieve Highway between 
the Geelong railway line and 
Wren-st. 

It is divided into five reticula- 
tion_areas. 

The whole of Altona South 
is expected te be sewered with- 
in three’years, said Cr. Ginifer.’ 

Tenders have already been ac- 
cepted for pipes for the deep 
sewer to run from the purifica- 
tion works to the west end of 
Civic-pde. 

The Board should soon call 
tenders for this work. 

Critical work at the purifica- 
tion works being established 
west of the golf links are ahead 
of schedule and the engineer in 
charge believes the plant will be 
completed as planned by Novem- 
ber, 1968, reported Cr. Ginifer. 

He said from Queen-st. only 
mounds of earth can be seen, 
but on inspection he was agree- 
ably surprised to see the amount 
of work completed. 

Nearly finished is a cement- 
lined well 70ft. deep by 35ft. 
wide. 

Approximately 10 per cent. of 
the estimated $2,200,000 it will 
cost to build the purification 
works has been spent. 

In the Altona North area ail 
contracts are let or about to 
be let for most of the unsewered 





parts. Works in this area con- 
nect to the main metropolitan 
system. be 

Not scheduled as yet for 
sewerage is the area south of 
McIntosh-rd, between Millers-rd.
